ONE LITTLE GIRL IS OVERCOME.

All the Other Children Pear the Pain
Withont Murmuring.

WHAT IT COSTS THE CITY TREASURY

Beventy-two Allegheny school children
were vacoinated free at the City Hall yes-
{erday afternoon. Major MeLaughlin,
| superintendent of the Health Bureau, and
' Dr. Hazzard, who is the physician to the
Allegheny Board of Health, were kept busy
from 3 till 4 o'clock. Dr. Hazard had his
quarters in the office and Major MeLaughlin
kept order among those who waited in the
adjoining room.

There was much jostling, pushing and
general rustling among the little ones as to
who should be next, but there was no real
trouble, and everything went off amoothly.
The little ones were not allowed to witness
the operation performed on their compan-
jous,. No ope but Dr. Harzard and his
diminutive patient were in the office at the
time. When a girl or boy would come out
sfter undergoing the ordeal the rest would
crowd around to eagerly ask questions
about how it was donesnd & thousand
others, “Did it hurt?” “How long did it
take?" and *‘How did he do it?" were
among the leading questions which per-
plexed the small brains

One Little Girl Falnted,

They sll found out within the honr, how-
ever, for at the expiration of that time the
entire number had virus in their little
arms  There was but oue case which eansed
sny genuine excitement, it being that of &
13-year-old girl who fainted from the apera-
tion. She soon recovered and all was
gerene.  The children ranpged in nges from
D to 14 years.

The vanecinating of the Allegheny school
children has been going on for the past two
months, Dr. Hazeard bnving spent one hour
of his time on each Monday, Wednesday
and Friday during that period in doing the
work. All hus been practically smooth
gniling so far, he having attended to proba-
blx 800 or 1,000 children since July 1. Yes-
terday was one of the busiest days he
bus had. **All the school children of the
city,” be said, “have to be either vaccinated
before sohool opens or else show a good
mark &s the health ordinance requiresit. The
Istter case is where the child bas under
gone the opergtion and the spot where it
was perforined shows it 1o have been effee
tive. In case they have to be vaccinaied
they can have it done by mny reputable
phiysician, any one of the three physicinns
of the city who treat the poor as mysell

The Operation Costs Nothing,

“The ‘poor’ physiciaus, as they are called,
and wyself, have to do the work for noth-
ing. All ehildrea who are vaccinated must
hiave a certifieate from the physiciun stat-
ing that the opefution was suceensful. Many
of those who come to me, 1 mizht say 50
out of the 70 or 72 who came to-day, ure
sble to pay. Some do mnot want to, and
others are under the impression that the
work must be done by me or it will not be
accepted. I have no idea how meny chil-
dren have been vaecinated in the city, nor
how many have yet to have it done, ns only
n percentage of them are treated by me,
The operations will cost the city aboot §50
for medicine.

Mr. Speer 15 very determined, and
said his irm will not give in, They have a
number of applications on hand from skilled
steel workers whieh they think of aceepting
if their men do not retarn.

High Constable, Chisl of Polics, Lamp-
lichter and Fire Chief Bigley, of Belle—
